By 1:30 p.m. about 22,350 
votes had been cast, election 
officials reported. This is about 
6.5 per cent of the total of 343,- 
838 registered voters. It has 
been estimated that the com- 
plete vote would approximate 
90,000 ballots. 

A simple majority of the 
tien is necessary to approve the 
new rate, an increase of 15 
cents over the present levy of 
$1.15. If approved, the rate 
would be in effect for two years.

tion.” 
The bill, center of controver- 


sy for months and already deep- 
ly involved in the election year

IL FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS 
INCREASE LENDING RATES. 


WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP) | 
—The Federal Reserve Board | 
today approved hikes in the. 
lending rates of 11 of the 12 /| 
federal reserve banks. It put 
them at the highest since April 
1933. 

The board approved a jump 
in the discount rate—the rate 
of interest at which reserve 
banks lend to thei rmember 
banks—in the Minneapolis and 
the San Francisco districts from 
two and one-half r cent to 
three per om. ective Fri- 
day, April 1 

In all + aa Reserve districts, 
except Chicago, the board ap- 
proved recommendations by di- 
rectors of the Reserve banks to 
increase their lending rate from 
2 to 2% per cent. The Chi- 
cago bank, temporary at least, 
remained at the 2% per cent 
lending level which has been 
in effect across the nation since 
last Nov, 18,

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP) 
A Senate Judiciary subcommit- 
tee decided yesterday to try to 
get action at this session of 
Congress on an anti-poll tax 
amendment to the Constitution. 

It would forbid collection of 
the tax as a requirement for 
voting in federal elections. 
States could retain it for state 
and local elections, if they 
wished. 


To speed the hearings, Chair- 
man Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, of the subcommittee 
called another session for Fri- 
day and asked Senator William 
Langer (Rep.), North Dakota, to 
preside. Kefauver is in the 
midst of his campaign for the 
Democratic nomination for 
President. 

The only states now requiring 
a poll tax for voting are Vir- 
ginia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Texas and Arkansas. Several 
Southern states have repealed 
their poll tax laws. 

A group of southern senators 
is behind the constitutional 
amendment approach to the 
question. They maintain this is 
the only proper method, as 
opposed to a simple majority 
vote in Congress for a federal 
law. A constitutional amend- 
ment would require two-thirds 
of approval in the House and 
Senate and ratification by three- 
fourths of the states.

The alarm was sounded, ac- 
cording to reports here, by

This | 
call to action came only a few 
days before the final date for | 
filing in the primary. | 

McKay, who had had no in- | 
tention of running for the Sen- | 
ate and in fact had begun to 
congratulate himself that he 
would not be “drafted” for this | 
onerous undertaking, was sum- | 
moned to the White House. 
There he was given a presiden- | 
tial pat on the head and a firm | 
shove in the direction of Oregon 
by Adams. 

He arrived one day , before 
the filing deadline to the great 
surprise of Republican party 
leaders. They had had no ad- 
vance notice that the White 
House was to enter its man in 
the race. One consequence of 
this lack of co-ordination is a 
feeling of resentment among 
some Republicans at this be- 
lated intervention. 

Candidates’ Death. 

The candidate who had been 
tapped to run against Morse, 
Gov. Paul Patterson, fell dead 
of a heart attack at a meeting 
at which strategy was being 
charted. Several Republicans 
thereupon entered the race. 
Two of them, La Mar Tooze, a 
Portland lawyer, and Phil 
Hitchcock, former member of 
the State Legislature and active 
in church groups, had consid- 
erable backing. The day after 
he arrived in Portland to file 
as a candidate, McKay had 
Tooze and Hitchcock to lunch- 
eon to inform them that he had 
told the White House he would 
run. 

“That means then that we'll 
get out,” Tooze said. 

But Hitchcock, who has a 
strong independent streak, re-| 
fused. He pointed out that he 
had made commitments around 
the state and had accepted con- | 
tributions on the assumption | 
that he would go through with 
his campaign right up to the 
primary on May 18. So McKay 
and Hitchcock are rivals al-| 
though by a “gentleman’s agree- 
ment” they are avoiding attacks 
on each other as both run 
against Morse. A third Repub- | 
lican in the primary race is 
Elmer Dietz, a member of the | 
Legislature who gained renown | 
for helping to abolish the 
state’s milk marketing law with | 
its rigid quota system. 

Although McKay has the or- 
ganization support and most of 
the money, in the present ques- 
tioning mood of the voters here | 
as elsewhere Hitchcock’s | 
chances are not discounted. He 
began as a logger, developed 
his own logging firm, became a | 
leader the Presbyterian | 
ehurch and later head of the 
Oregon Council of Churches and 
is today business manager of 
Lewis and Clark College in 
Portland.

Shell Game on the Levee 


It looks very much as if St. Louis is being 
swindled. Whether administrative bungling or 
covert obstruction is responsible, the strange 
course of the riverfront memorial appropriation 
in Washington leaves little doubt that St. Louis 
is the victim of a shell game. 


The latest episode in this “guess-where-the- 
pea-is” thriller came when the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee killed the $3,000,000 fund 
voted by the House—with strings attached—to 
start removing railroad tracks at the memorial 
site. The reason given was that a new project 
of this sort ought not to be financed out of sup- 
plemental appropriations for the current fiscal 
year, which are usually intended to continue 
work on undertakings already started. 

That ig a most curious excuse. The memorial 
is not a new project by any means, It has been 
around now for about 20 years. The United 
States Government has already invested almost 
$7,000,000 in it. 

But consider the strings attached by the 
House. That body approved the $3,000,000 only 
on condition that contracts obligating it be 
signed before June 30. Reason given: that sup- 
plemental appropriations must be spent or com- 
mitted during the fiscal year for which they 
are voted. 

Thus the House says to St. Louis: “We'll give 
you the money if you spend it right away,” and 
the Senate says to St. Louis: “We won't give 
you the money because if you ‘spent it right 
away that would be an improper use of this 
particular fund.” 

To which St. Louisans can properly’ reply: 
“Just what is going on here’’? 

Not the least of the mysteries is why the 
White House ever asked for a supplemental 
appropriation out of the current year's budget 
in the first place. 

Last February the National Park Service, in 
response to suggestions from St. Louis Con- 
gressmen, Senators and citizens that now was 
the time for the Federal Government to fulfill 
its commitments on the memorial, announced 
that it would ask for $150,000 to build a fence 
around the courthouse. A St. Louis delegation 
promptly went Washington to press the case 
for a much hier start on spending the $5,- 
000,000 which had been authorized but not ap- 
propriated last year. 

The St. Louis delegation did not insist that 
the fund come out of this year’s budget. As a 
matter of fact the normal procedure, as George 
H. Hall of our Washington bureau reported at 
the time, would be to put the appropriation into 
the regular Interior Department money bill for 
the 1957 fiscal year starting next July 1. But 
somehow when the White House made its re- 
quest for funds it did so in the form which has 
now been rejected by the Senate committee. 

Is somebody, either in St. Louis or in Wash- 
ington, secretly working against the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial? There is no 
open opposition to it, but the way unexpected 
obstacles keep popping up is enough to suggest 
the question. 

There may still be a chance to restore the 
appropriation when the supplemental bill comes 
to the Senate floor. There may be a better 
chance to make it a part of the regular 1957 
appropriation bill. Since the Administration 
has just asked for more than $500,000,000 in 
new defense funds on the plea that this can be 
absorbed without unbalancing the 1957 budget, 
it can hardly be claimed that $3,000,000 for the 
riverfront would unbalance it. 

We trust that Senators Hennings and Syming- 
ton and Representatives Curtis, Sullivan, Kar- 
sten will renew their battle with greate? vigor 
than ever to get action out of Congress at this 
session. 


Clearing the Criminal Docket 

A fourth trial division has finally been opened 
in the St. Louis Circuit Court for Criminal 
Causes. This ought to be an important step 
toward implementing the Missouri Constitution's 
guarantee of a “speedy public trial” to defend- 
ants in criminal cases. For some time now the 
criminal docket has been so crowded—at last 
count some 755 cases were pending—that the 
right of a speedy trial has existed only in theory, 
certainly not in fact. Whether the fourth trial 
division will cure the problem remains to be 
seen, but at the very least it is a move in the 
right direction. Everyone who had a hand in 
finally creating the new courtroom deserves the 
community’s thanks. 
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Too Many Tax Campaigns 

Is it possible to lessen the frequency of 
school tax elections in St. Louis? The school 
system has been compelled to go tp the people 
four times in the last six years. While this has 
given them an important power over -school 
operations, nevertheless it appears to us that 
four tax campaigns in six years are too many. 

The elections were necessary because the 
Missouri Constitution prohibits the School Board 
from levying a rate in excess of 89 cents with- 
out approval of the people. The Constitution 
permits a two-year extension of any rate above 
the maximum on the strength of a simple 
majority of those voting. But it requires a 
two-thirds majority. for a three- or four-year 
extension and the Board has understandably 
shied: away from that difficult requirement. 

Apart from taking a chance on a two-thirds 
majority, the Board’s best hope of reducing the 
number of tax elections may be to work for a 
change in the Constitution. Two avenues of 
approach are immediately discernible. 

One is to lift the 89-cent ceiling. The consti- 
tutional maximum was set in 1945 and it repre- 
sented the actual rate the St. Louis system levied 
that year; it was established more on the basis 
of pressure from the real estate lobby than for 
well-thought-out reasons. All other school dis- 
tricts' were permitted to go to $1 without consult- 
ing the people. Today, $1 is the minimum levy 
required to participate in state school aid, Sure- 
ly the Board should have power to set such a 
levy at least. 


Since 1945, the cost of education has spiraled . 


to heights undreamed of then. In St. Louis 
in 1945-46 for example, expenditures per pupil 
ran to $147. Last year they had risen to $306, 
or slightly more than double. 

Another approach to the St. Louis problem 
is to cut the size of the majority needed to ap 
prove an over-ceiling rate for four years. A 
simple majority ought to be sufficient. 

The cost of condycting a special election in 
St. Louis adds up to about $100,000. This comes 
from the Election Board’s budget and ultimately 
from the taxpayer. In addition the School 

Board will spend another $35,000 of tax money 
meeting certain legal requirements connected 
with the election and explaining the issue.. 

On top of that, school officials, administrators, 
.teachers, children, parents and friends of the 


could put this time to better use. 
All of which suggests that the Board ought 


te do some serious thinking on this problem. 
Constitutional amendments may be proposed at 
any time by the Missouri Legislature. If that 
is the way out for St. Louis, the proposal ought 
to be ready well in advance of the start of the 
next General Assembly. 
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The Farm Bill Defeat 


President Eisenhower's defeat on the farm 
bill presents him with a painful dilemma. His 
choices are: Sign the bill which he called upon 
Republican congressmen to reject, in which case 
it is difficult to see how Secretary Benson could 
stay in the Cabinet; or veto the bill and thereby 
present the Democrats with the farm issue they 
have so diligently sought to fashion. 


On the basis of pure principle, the President 
would be justified in vetoing the bill. For it 
contains, not only the soil bank which he pro- 
posed for the long-term alleviation of surplus 
problems, but a number of price-rigging provi- 
sions which represent a step backward. 


It took Congress a long time to break away 
from 90 per cent of parity price supports, the 
dual parity formula and other provisions of 
the conference bill. Now these would be put 
back into law barely a year after they went out. 

So the President has ample theoretical rea- 
sons for vetoing the bill. If he does so, how- 
ever, he must face the fact that this will mean 
an immediate and serious loss of farm income 
this year. For the price-rigging amendments, 
unsatisfactory as they are in principle, do prom- 
ise immediate improvement in 1956 farm in- 
come, which the soil bank did not. 


If the President takes his stand on theory 
and principle alone, he must be prepared to 
defend the practical judgment that the farm 
economy which has already taken quite a few 
blows can sustain the loss of some two billion 
dollars in 1956 income which the conference 
bill would have provided. 


That is an economic issue with obvious politi- 
cal overtones. These latter were so potent that, 
when the crucial vote came in the House on an 
amendment to rewrite the bill along Eisen- 
hower-Benson lines, 27 farm-belt Republicans 
deserted the President. 

Had all of them voted the other way, the bill 
still would have passed in the form opposed by 
the President. In the Senate, however, the bill 
could not have passed without the aid of the 
15 Republicans who went against the President's 
wishes. Their desertion is a measure of the 
political pressures which are bound to be felt 
in the White House as well. 

To veto or sign? 

The President soon must decide. If he wanted 
to play pure politics, he would sign, thereby 
putting two billion dollars in the farmers’ 
pockets and at the same time in all probability 
getting rid of Secretary Benson, who is a lia- 
bility in the farm belt. 


How to balance these considerations against 
those of principle and of practical economic 
consequences is the problem which Congress has 
laid on the President’s desk. 
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Second Helping 

A new type of blackeyed pea which has been 
developed at the University of Arkansas Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station commands our 
warmest commendation. It is more productive 
than other strains of blackeyed peas, according 
to the publication Arkansas Farm Research, and 
it possesses other superior qualities as well, but 
it was the greater productiveness that caught 
our eye. 


Blackeyed peas cannot possibly be made any 
better, it seems most likely. Consequently, the 
admirer of this fine foodstuff must concentrate 
on hoping that there will be more of them. Par- 
ticularly is this true when a family-size helping 
of black-eyed peas is combined with spring on- 
ions, cornbread (with butter and plenty of the 
pot liquor from the peas) and real churned 
buttermilk. : 


Anyone who contributes to the production of 
more blackeyed peas under those circumstances 
is a bona fide benefactor of humanity. 
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Amber Signal on Toll Roads 


Some of. the nation’s’ newer toll roads face 
unpredicted trouble, Time magazine reports. 
The 241-mile Ohio turnpike was expected to 
bring in $20,000,000 from some 14,000,000 ve- 
hicles in its first year, but after six months 
both traffic and tolls are running at only about 
half the anticipated rate. The much shorter 
West Virginia turnpike last year took in not half 
the revenue it needed to break even. And the 
427-mile New York Thruway reports disappoint- 
ing revenue from truckers, who still find the 
old free roads more.economical. 


“In the rush to superhighways, some roadmen 
failed to give sufficient consideration to the fact 
that toll roads will pay only under quite specific 
conditions,” Time says. The profitable Pennsyl- 
vania turnpike cut through high mountains; the 
New Jersey tunnpike cut through unusually 
heavy traffic. Oklahoma’s turnpike has done 
well enough principally because the state had 
failed to build any good free route to compete 
with it. 

But the unsuspected problems of other toll 
“roads show that Missouri has been right in 
going slow on the subject of privately-financed 
superhighways. Most of the natural turnpike 
routes in this state are already covered by frte 
roads which are being improved rapidly. And 
now the House Public Works Committee in 
Washington has tentatively approved a 25-bil- 
lion-dollar federal program, which if finally 
passed would mean that Missouri’s major routes 
would be brought to the best possible traffic 
standards, and still be free. 

Missouri can afford to wait, and along with 
all other states must hope that this Congress 
will finally increase the Federal Government's 
share of responsibility for building interstate 
auanes.

For Crippled Children 
The Society for Crippled Children, whose 
Easter appeal for funds was to have ended this 
week, has extended its 1956 campaign period. 
It has done so because only about one-third of 
the goal of $200,000 has been raised through 
the Easter seals and otherwise. If the campaign 
is not su 1, the society will have no choice 
but to curtail its services to crippled children 
in the St. Louis area, according to the chairman 

of the campaign, Charles E. Claggett. 
Since few needs are more appealing than the 
needs of crippled children, the lag in this cam- 
paign ought to be a matter of community econ- 


cern. Is it because St. Louisans have accepted 
the idea of a United Fund drive? If so this isa

A Victory for the Federal System 


of 
Public Opinion 


Supreme Court ruled against conviction of Communist under 
Pennsylvania sedition law because federal law ‘occupies the field,” 
editorial notes; sedition is crime against the nation; some of many 
state laws on subject conflict with federal, some are dangerous.

The movement in the states and 
among some members of Congress to 
overturn the Supreme Court’s decision 
in the Steve Nelson case seems to us 
unwise. 

The court majority, speaking through 
Chief Justice Warren, concluded that 
in passing the Smith Act and related 
statutes Congress intended to “occupy 
the field” in the control of subversion 
and, therefore, the Pennsylvania Sedi- 
tion Act was in- 
valid. Justices Reed, 
Burton and Minton 
presented strong 
reasons for their 
dissent. 

Though the deci- 
sion could have 
swung either way 
without doing vio- 
lence to constitu- 
tional principles, 
we think the weight 
of the argument is 
clearly with the 
majority and that 
its conclusions have 
the additional vir- 
tue of coinciding with sound public 
policy. Amendment of the act to make 
it mean what the minority saw in it 
would be confusing and mischievous. 

Presumably the decision has cut the 
ground from beneath sedition acts pass- 
ed by 42 states plus Alaska and Hawaii. 
It is well to remember, however, that 
the court did not restrict the right of 
the states to protect themselves against 
subversives and trouble-makers. i 

What it said in effect is that Congress 
has acted to safeguard the nation 
against Communist infiltration and the 
states must. not interfere with that 
pou by enforcing local laws that may 

be different in purpose and method. 

This is not a new doctrine. The 
Supreme Court has ruled that in cer- 
tain aspects of the regulation of inter- 
state commerce and.the registration of 
aliens, the “federal interest is so domi- 
nant that the federal system (must) be 
assumed to preclude enforcement of 
state laws on the same subject.” 

In this instance the dominance of the

federal interest is clear. The Constitu- 
tion assigns the function of defense and 
national security exclusively to the Fed- 
eral Government. 

Sedition, as the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania said, is peculiarly a crime 
against the nation. In any well-ordered 
system it should be punished through 
the federal courts. 

Chief Justice Warren pointed out that 
some of the state laws are very dif- 
ferent from the Smith Act. Florida, for 
example, makes membership in, or asso- 
ciation with, any communistic organiza- 
tion a felony. The Internal Security 
Act of 1950 provides specifically that 
membership in a Communist organiza- 
tion shall net per se constitute a viola- 
tion of any criminal statute. 

The Pennsylvania law that the court 
upset is also at war with the ‘federal 
policy, and probably with the Constitu- 
tion, in that it would punish any con- 
duct tending to subject the Government 
to contempt. It would be wholly un- 
reasonable to let the states thus override 
the national policy in matters so in- 
timately associated with the national 
security. 

Nor would the court assume that Con- 
gress intended to inflict double punish- 
ment on Nelson and others in the same 
category. Pennsylvania sentenced Nel- 
son, an acknowledged Communist, to 
imprisonment for 20 years and to a fine 
of $10,000 plus $13,000 in court costs. 
On his later conviction in federal 
court of violating the Smith Act, Nelson 
was sentenced to five years. The state 
penalties could not be added to the 
federal without defeating the policies 
of both governments. 

In these circumstances, we think the 
court’s decision tends to uphold the 
federal system instead of weakening it. 
The success of any federal System de- 
pends upon rendering to the National 
Government that which is national and 
unto the local government that which 
is local.

An unprecedented St. Louis 
showing of 60 choice woodcuts 
and engravings that date from 
the very dawn of graphic arts, 
early in the fifteenth century, 
began today in lower-floor gal- 
leries U, V and W at City Art 
Museum. The exhibition will 
close May 20 

Unlike many prints displayed 
at the museum, these are on 
loan—all chosen from the Les- 


sing J. Rosenwald collection 
given to the National Gallery 
of Art, Washington, D.C. and 


unlike previous loan shows of 
prints, this one includes 11 so 


. old that they are unique; that 


is, all other examples of them 
have been lost or destroyed, 
so that the survivor in each 
case is the only one of its kind 

Religious subjects predomin- 
te. Other themes are northern 
suropean folklore, classical 
mythology, medieval domestic 
life, young lovers and armored 
knights and even one complex 
political satire 

Gambling, exceedingly pop- 
ular in the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth centuries, is believed to 
given the printmakers’ 
craft its start and is reflected 
here in engraved cards of an 
Italian knight, doge and king 
is an 
anonymous woodcut, “Madonna 
and Child,” made at Ulm, Ger- 
many, about 1450 and colored 
in red and pale yellow by hand. 
Like many of the religious 
prints shown, it is rich in 
symbolic imagery from both 
Old and New Testaments 

Possibly 20 years older is an- 
other anonymous woodcut, not 
unique, “Agony in the Garden,” 
from the upper Rhine valley. 
This print repeats with surpris- 
ing accuracy the design of a 
painting by the Master of Wit- 


tengau, who flourished in the 
late 1300s 
From about the same time, 


and region comes “The An- 
nunciation,”’ another anonymous 
woodcut, also patterned after a 
painting. As in the illuminated 
'manuscripts and paintings of 
the time, amusing anachronisms 
abound. 

In a French or German crafts- |

try into Jerusalem, for instance, 
the ancient city is supplied 
with a typical medieval walled 
town’s crenelated towers, domes 
and tile roofs.

Fedayeen Stories. 


Here are the three fedayeen, | 
as they emerged according to | 
the stories they told: | 

Said Suliman el Malat is 
about 25 or 26—he is not sure 
—a refugee from the Palestine 
war who was a farmhand and 
is now married and the father 
of a little girl. He was born in 
Wadi el Hassi in what is now | 
Israel. During the Palestine war 
he fled to the Gaza strip. 

Did he volunteer to be a 
fedayeen? 

About a year ago, Said Suli- 
man el Malat replied, he went 
to El Arish, in Egypt, in search 
of work. There he was arrested 
for failure to possess an identity 
card and was told to report to | 
the police twice a day. After a 
while, the police offered him a 
chance for “intelligence work.” 

“My father didn’t want me to 
and I continued to report to 
the police,” he said. But a/| 
“great many” others followed 
the police suggestion and final- 
ly “I didn’t listen to my father 
and went to train.” 

He was trained with 40 to 50 
others in sabotage at a camp 
near Cairo and returned to the 
Gaza strip three months ago. 
As a fedayeen he received about 
$18 a month in salary, paid by 
the Egyptian army — although 
he said he was not a member 
of the army. 

Ordered Across Border. 

Early Saturday morning, he | 
was ordered with three others | 
to cross the Gaza border into. 
Israel. What were his specific | 
orders? “To destroy water pump- | 
ing stations and _ pipelines.” | 
Was he supposed to kill any-| 
one? “I had no specific sacha 
tions.” 

Did he carry out his mission? | 
“No. I threw away my explo- | 
gives.’ | 

Why? “I was very tired.” 

Abdul Razek Moustafa Arafat | 
is only 17. He is also an Arab | 
refugee from Palestine. He re-| 
ceived 15 days training as a) 
fedayeen, but his training was | 
in the Gaza strip itself, not 
: Egypt. 

Did he volunteer? “No,” he 

says, “I was taken from my 
father’s tobacco shop. Seven of 
: us were brought together and 
. threatened with arrest if we 
: didn’t join.” 

He crossed the Gaza border | 
late last Friday.

F ever there is a time to en- 
| icy fresh vegetables, it’s dur- 
ing the spring months. Even 
in these days when improved 
transportation and merchandis- 
ing methods have made it pos- 
sible to buy many types of 
vegetables all year ‘round, with 
excellent canned and frozen 
ones to supplement the fresh, 
there is still a special flavor 
to the first fresh asparagus, the 
first corn-on-the-cob, tiny new 
potatoes and tender baby car- 
rots swimming in melted butter, 

Perhaps it isn’t just the vege- 
tables; perhaps it is a matter of 
our own taste. Unconsciously we 
pass up the riche, heavier 
foods on warm spring days in 
favor of vegetable plates, or 
heaping bowls of fresh fruit or 
vegetable salads. 

Fortunately, this tendency 
fits right into the plans of the 
budget-conscious homemaker. 

Produce departments offer 
some real bargains now, with 
quality as high as price is low 
on many items. 

Asparagus has now reached 
the stage where we can Say, 
“This is it—this is the time to 
make the most of that spring 
treat.” 

Eggplant should be an excel- 
lent item for this week’s mar- 
ket basket. There is plenty of 
it, and quite reasonably priced 
it is. 

Cauliflower certainly is 
worthy of serious consideration. 
And, I repeat, take a look at 
that cello-wrapped ‘flower, the 
transparent covering proudly re- 
vealing heads of good size and 
fine quality. 

Corn on the cob is working 
cown to a moderate price range; 
string beans are inexpensive, 
with pole beans available in 
some markets. 

There is no reason why you 
shouldn’t use cabbage freely, 
either cooked for the vegetable 
course, or raw as a crisp slaw. 

Speaking of salads, these are 
truly “salad days” in more ways 
than one. Seems that the whole 
vegetable kingdom carefully co- 
ordinated a program to make 
salad vegetables a good buy just 
at the time that salads are par- 
ticularly important in our 
menug. 

Leaf lettuce, endive, escarole, 
romaine, iceberg—each and 
every one of the basic salad 
greens are in ample supply, 
fairly sparkling with freshness, 
and available at modest prices. 

There are green peppers to 
add color and inimitable flavor 
to those. salads, priced reason- 
ably enough to justify also serv- 
ing them stuffed for a hearty 
main dish. 

Tomatoes show some improve- 
ment in quality and are down 
from their recent high; celery is 
downright cheap and downright 
good. 

Cucumbers deserve special 
mention. Now is the time to 
add their crisp texture to tossed 
salads or serve them as that 
epicurean delight, sliced cucum- 
bers topped with sour cream. 

There are plenty of green 
onions and radishes, watercress 
here and there—yes, ma’m, all 
the “salad makin’s” are here 


aplenty. 
| carrots with a wary eye lately, 

take another long look. With- 
in the past few weeks some 
have been a little immature, but 
they show a definite improve- 
ment in quality now. 

Supplies are thinning out a 
bit on broccoli, which means 
that it may cost a little more 
money, but that which is still 
available shows no decline in 
quality. 

Mushrooms are fairly plenti- 
ful, new onions are offered at 
bargain prices, new potatoes are 
becoming m@gre abundant. You 
will pay a Iittle more for zuc- 
chini than for acorn or white 
squash.

little, but the homegrown is 
showing up in some volume. 

Cantaloupes have come down 
a bit in price, and stores re- 
port that they are moving quite 
well which would indicate that 
consumers find the quality 
satisfactory. ‘ 

If you like pineapples, make 
the most of the fact that you 
probably won't find a _ time 
when they will be a better buy, 
price-wise and quality-wise. 
They really are superb, the 
fresh flavor and aroma so 
tempting one can hardly wait 
to prepare and taste them. 

Grapefruit and oranges (both 
Florida and California fruit), 
continue to be excellent. They 
rate three stars on maturity, 
juice and sugar content and are 
quite reasonable.

FRESH LEAFY GREENS 


IN ‘BASIC SEVEN’ 


N THIS nutrition - conscious 

age, almost every homemaker 

knows that a leafy green or 
yellow vegetable is one of the 
“basic seven” foods which 
should be eaten every day for a 
truly well-balanced diet. 

But (honest, now) how often 
do you really serve those leafy 
greens? You see them piled 
high on the produce counters 
these spring days; subconscious- 
ly you know that you should 


serve them to your family, and 


then you rationalize that your 


_husband and children just don't 
like them and won't eat them. | 


Well, madam, it is squarely 
your responsibility to try to 
train them to include these nu- 
tritionally valuable vegetables 
in their diets. Food tastes are 


frequently a matter of habit 
and mental attitude. 

A good rule to remember 
about leafy greens is “the 


greener they are, the richer in 
Vitamin A; the fresher they are, 
the richer in Vitamin CC.” If 
green vegetables must be held 
a day or two before using, re- 
frigerate them Keep them 
moist, in the vegetable crisper 
or other covered container, in 
the moisture-resistant bag they 
came in, or in a plastic bag. 
Be careful not to bruise them 
in sorting 

In addition to spinach and 
kale, cooking greens include col- 
lards, beet tops, mustard, dan- 


delion and turnip greens, so 
experiment a bit with them. The 
dark-green leaves can add va- 
riety to every-day meals 


Young, tender greens should 
be cooked only in the water 
that clings to their. leaves 
Serve them with a sprinkle of 
fresh lemon juice, butter or 
crumbled bacon. The flavorful 
eaves also can be cooked in a

Chop 
and add butter or margarine, 
salt and ground black pepper to 
taste. Serve with rolls of baked 
ham, if desired. Yield: One 
pound yields about four servy- 


ings.

Southern Style Greens (with 
salt pork): Wash one-half pound 
salt pork and score (make a 
lengthwise cut through the cen- 
ter down to the rind, and then 
make three to four crosswise 
slashes). Place in a kettle with 
one inch of boiling water. Cover 


and cook 45 minutes or until 
meat is tender. Add washed 
cooking greens. Cover and cook 
only until crisp-tender and 
wilted 

Cook beet tops eight to 15 


minutes; kale 10 to 15 minutes; 
mustard greens 10 to 12 mine 
utes spinach five to eight min- 
utes; and turnip greens 10 to 15 
minutes. Chop and add salt and 
ground black pepper to taste. 
Yield: One pound pields about 
four servings 

N. B.—One-half pound pork 
is sufficient to cook two pounds 
cooking greens.

Wildflowers Blooming ; 
And the Oats Are In | 


By Leonard Hall 


N our hurry to cover the last leg.of our long jour- 
ney home to Possum Trot, we didn’t slow down 
long enough to mark closely the advance of spring. 
& But since then we've traveled south again to Caruth- 
ersville, a distance 
of some 180 miles, 
to talk to the associ- 
ation of teachers in 
the schools there. 
And I think the old 
rule that each 100 
miles makes a dif- 
ference of about a 
week in the season is 
fairly accurate, Inci- 
dentally, we've never 
met a pleasanter 
group of people than 
those in Caruthers- 
ville; and not only 
the teachers, but also 
the townsfolk who 
came to hear our 
talk. Coming | back 
north again through 
the rich, level land 
of the Delta counties 
and then into the 
e Ozark hills, we slowed our pace enough to enjoy the 
F scenery. And we also stopped in Portageville for a 
— short visit at the Marsh plantation with our friend 
be Matilda Cavanaugh. Here we found that the harvest 
> had just begun on their 90 acres of asparagus and 
came away with a half-bushel basket of our favorite 
’ vegetable. Our own luck with asparagus has been 
unbelievably bad, for twice, just as we've gotten a 
bed to the stage of bearing, an over-enthusiastic 
> helper has plowed it under while breaking the spring 
© garden. 
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:> IN THE TOWNS of southern Missouri, when we 
= were there last week, the redbud was at the peak of 
= its bloom and peach blossoms had already fallen. As 
; we came up out of the bottom lands into the tim- 
* bered hills, we found the peaches in full glory; most 
© of these being seedlings along the fence rows, de- 
> serted orchards clustering around oid farmsteads or 
=: rarely some well-cared-for trees in a farmer's front 
; yard. Dogwood buds were still tightly closed, but 
© there were other evidences of spring in the woods. 
= Along the creeks the spicebush was in bloom and the 
= shad-bush or sarvice berry showed its lacy white on 
= every rocky hillside. Thickets of wild plum in old 
fence rows were just coming into blossom. You 
could see the color in the redbud and know that 
= on the first warm day it would open. Those warm 
= days arrived just after our return and now the edges 
of the woodland are a solid mass of color. Inci- 
dentally, the redbud is a legume which is browsed 
by cattle and it is something of a wonder, in the 
Ozarks, that it survives as persistently as it does. 
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* THERE ARE OTHER TREES which make a brave 
® display at this season before the leaves come out 
and one of the handsomest of these is the red maple. 
Actually we have two or three varieties of Acer 
rubrum, one being the tree that grows on the sour, 
thin soils of rocky Ozark hillsides and the other the 
Swamp red maple. This variety we first saw in 
flower in early February when we reached the north- 
ern boundary of Florida where it grows in abun- 
dance. Then as we came homeward in late March, 
the red maples marched with us, through Georgia 
and and then up into the Smokey Moun- 
tains of Narth Carolina and Tennessee. Still other

THE FLOWERS of many of the shrubs which 
: bloom at this season are rather inconspicuous, yet 
r are worth se out. Among these are leather- 
wood with little yellow bells, bladder-nut which has 
drooping graceful clusters of greenish-white flowers, 
buckthorn or Rhamnus caroliniana boasting two dif- 
ferent kinds of blossoms on twigs of different lengths, 
and yellow-flowered gooseberry, Others will come 
along later; the flowering dogwood and other mem- 
bers of the family Cornus including alternifolia, 
obliqua, asperifolia, stricta and racemosa. And then 
there are the hawthorns, huckleberry and black haw. 
As always, we've discovered one new flower this sea- 
son which we're having difficulty in identifying; this 
one having thrust its head up at the edge of Ginnie's 
small wildflower garden in the front yard. The single, 
five-petalled flower at the top of a 5-inch round 
stem is deep sky blue with a. yellow center, very 
much resembling the hepatica. And the plant has 
two narrow oval leaves somewhat similar to the 
trout lily or to some of the orchids. We transplanted 
the little plant and found that it had a bulb about 
six inches beneath the ground. But it obviously isn’t 
a lily or an orchid or a dayflower or an onion or 
garlic. It isn’t Nemastylis acuta or a blue-eyed 
grass. Perhaps it is a garden escape, but at any

A Lot of Things You Can Do With Ham 


Here's How to Slice It Properly, and to Make Leftovers a Treat 


By Hoyt Alden 


OST women don't even 
M cow how to slice a ham, 

let alone cook one. I know 
one in particular who can make 
a ham look like a lumberjack 
had chopped it down with a 
dull ax. 


She starts out all right cutting 
straight down to the bone and 
around. But after a slice or 
two the slices begin to curve 
and slant, so that by the time 
the ham is half gone it is being 
sliced with the bone instead of 
against, and in a wide curve 
which gives it an interesting, 
if not very appetizing appear- 
ance. 

While we're at it, we may as 
well get straight on the matter. 
Of course it’s taken for granted 
that allymen are expert carvers, 
but they might like a refresher 
course. 

Place a baked ham on a plat- 
ter with the fat side up. The 
shank end should be to your 
left. If it is a right ham, you 
will find the thin side .nearer 
you. The procedure is about 
the same for both left and 
right hams. The first thing to 
do with a right ham is make a 
couple of slices on the thin 
side, parallel to the bone. This 
is to give the joint a flat foun- 
dation. Now stand the ham on 
the flat base and go to work. 

Be sure your carving fork is 
firmly embedded. Hams have 
been known to slip and land in 
someone’s lap. Now earve a 
small, wedge-shaped section 
from near the shank end, This 
gives you an opening from 
which you start carving slices 
along the length of the leg bone 
and perpendicular — I repeat, 
perpendicular—to it. You can 
keep on making these slices un- 


+ til you reach that part of the ham 


known as the aitch bone. Detach 
the slices by cutting along the 
leg bone. To carve additional 
slices, simply turn the ham 
back to its original position, on 
its side, and repeat the process. 
These slices will be smaller, 
but just as good.

it except slice it wrong. As a 
matter of fact a whole ham is 
a good investment. You get all 
the best cuts and there are a lot 
of things you can do with it. 

For instance. Cut a few slices 
and put them in a baking pan 
and cover them with a mixture 
of two tablespoons of vinegar 
and two tablespoons of mustard 
stirred into a cup of maple 
syrup. Cover the pan and put 
it in the oven and let it bake 
until the sauce has permeated 
the ham and all is hot, juicy 
and aromatic. 

A ham dish that’s always

good is made with sweet po- 
tatoes and pineapple. Put «a 
thick slice of ham in a pan. 
Sprinkle it with a little brown 
sugar, a couple of pinches of 
dry mustard and a pinch of 
ground cloves. Now cover the 
whole thing with slices of pine- 
apple. 

Have ready some boiled sweet 
potatoes. Cut them in flat 
slices, dip them in melted but- 
ter and arrange them around 
the meat. Pour in a generous 
amount of pineapple juice and 
put it in a slow oven. Leave it 
there until the juice is bubbling, 
and the flavors have mingled,

Put a cup of meat stock or 
consomme in a pan and add a 
cup of finely chopped green 
pepper.

Now make a cream sauce 
using a cup of hot milk, three- 
fourths of a cup of cream, three 
tablespoons of butter and four 
tablespoons of flour. 

When it’s smooth and begins 
to thicken, pour it over the 
eggs, sprinkle it all with salt 
and pepper and a little Par- 
mesan cheese and bake it for 
half an hour.

A man goes to his eye doctor 
because his eyelids are in- 
flamed all year -around. He 
says: “Doctor, my eyes feel 
like two burned holes in a 
blanket. I must have a chronic 
infection of some kind.” The 
eye specialist, finding no cause 
for his troubles in the eyes, 
sends him to an allergist. The 
report comes back that it is an 
allergic condition due to dog 
hair. The patient heavy-heart- 
edly parts with his dog and 
within a month his eyes are less 
inflamed.

‘The Man Who Saved a President 


Senator Ross of Kansas in'Most Heroic Act in American History’ Blocked Johnson Impeachment 


This is the fifth article in 
a series from the best-selling 
book “Profiles in Courage,” 
written by United States Sen- 
ator John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, and published 
by Harper and Brothers. ‘ 


N a lonely grave lies “the 

man who saved a President,” 

and who as a result may well 
have preserved for ourselves 
and posterity constitutional gov- 
ernment in the United States, 
He performed in 1868 what one 
historian has called “the most 
heroic act in American history, 
incomparably more difficult 
than any deed of valor upon 
the field of battle.” He was a 
United States Senator whose 
name no one recalls: Edmund 
G. Ross of Kansas. 

The impeachment of Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson, the event 
in which the obscure Ross was 
to play such a dramatic role, 
was the sensational climax to 
the bitter struggle between the 
President, determined to carry 
out Abraham Lincoln’s policies 
of reconciliation with the de- 
feated South, and the more 
radical Republican leaders in 
Congress, who sought to admin- 
ister the downtrodden Southern 
states as conquered provinces. 
It was, moreover,. a struggle 
between executive and legisla- 
tive authority. 

Andrew Johnson, the coura- 
geous if untactful Tennessean 
who had been the only Southern 
member of Congress to refuse 
to secede with his state, had 
committed himself to the pol- 
icies of the Great Emancipator 
to whose high station he had 
succeeded only by the course of 
an assassin’s bullet. 

By 1866, when Ross first 
came to the Senate, the two 
branches of the Government 
were already at each other's 
throats. The “radical” Repub- 
licans realized that one final 
step was necessary before they 
could crush Johnson, their de- 
spised foe. 

A two-thirds majority was 
constitutionally required to ac- 
complish their major ambition, 
now an ill-kept secret, convic- 
tion of the President under an 
impeachment and his dismissal 
from office. 

The temporary and unstable 
two-thirds majority which had 
enabled the Senate radical 
Republicans on several occa- 
sions to enact legislation over 
the President’s veto was, they 
knew, insufficiently reliable for 
an impeachment = conviction. 
Then an unexpected tragedy 
brought fresh hopes in Kansas. 

Senator Jim Lane of Kansas 
had been a “conservative” Re- 
publican sympathetic to John- 
son. But his frontier state was 
one of the most “radical” in the 
Union. A mass meeting at Law- 
rence reported resolutions 
sharply condemning his posi- 
tion. Humiliated, mentally ail- 
ing, broken in health and labor- 
ing under charges of financial 
irregularities, Lane took his 
own life on July 1, 1866. 

The radical Republicans’ 
fondest hopes were realized, for 
the new Senator from Kansas 
turned out to be Edmund G. 
Ross, the very man who had in- 
troduced the resolutions attack- 
ing Lane at Lawrence. There 
could be no doubt as to where 
Ross’s sympathies lay, for his 
entire career was one of de- 
termined opposition to the slave 
states of the South. 

The stage was now set for the 
final scene—the removal of 
Johnson. Early in 1867, Con- 
gress enacted over the Presi- 
dent’s veto the tenure-of-office 
bill which prevented the Presi- 
dent from removing without the 
consent of the Senate all new 
officeholders whose appoint- 
ment required confirmation by 
that body. At the time nothing 
more than the cry for more 
patronage was involved, Cab- 
inet members having originally 
been specifically exempt. 

On Aug. 5, 1867, President 
Johnson—convinced that Edwin 
M. Stanton, the Secretary of 
War = he had inherited 
from Lincoln, was the surrepti- 
tious tool of the radical Repub- 
licans and was seeking to be- 
come the dictator of the con- 
quered South—asked for his 
resignation. Stanton arrogantly 
declined to resign before the 
next meeting of Congress.“ The 
President suspended Stanton, 
and appointed in his place Gen. 
Grant. On Jan. 13, 1868, an 
angry Senate notified the Presi- 
dent and Grant that it did not 
concur in the suspension of 
Stanton. 

President Johnson, anxious (o 
obtain a court test of the act he 
believed unconstitutional, again 
notified Stanton that he had 
been summarily removed from 
the office of Secretary of War. 

Stanton barricaded himself in 
his office and public opinion 
ran heavily against the Presi- 
dent. He had, his opponents 
claimed, intentionally broken 
the law and _  dictatorially 
thwarted the will of Congress. 
Although previous resolutions 
of impeachment had been de- 
feated in the House, a new reso- 
lution was swiftly reported on 
Feb. 24, by a tremendous vote. 
Every Republican voted in the 
affirmative. 

. oe 
ITH the President im- 
peached—in effect, indict- 


ed—by the House, the 
frenzied trial under the ar- 
ticles of impeachment  be- 


gan on March 5 in the Senate, 
presided over by the Chief Jus- 
tice. It ranked with all the 


Stanton and the appointment of 
a new Secretary of War in vio- 
lation of the tenure-of-office 
act; the ninth related to John- 
son’s conversation with a gen- 
eral which was said to induce 
violations of the Army appro- 
priations act; the tenth recited 
that Johnson had delivered “‘in- 
temperate, inflammatory and 
scandalous harangues ... as 
well against Congress as the 
laws of the United States”; and 
the eleventh was a deliberately 
obscure conglomeration of all 
the charges in the preceding 
articles, 
i 


OHNSON’S able counsel re- 
J plied with considerable ef- 
feetiveness. But it became 
increasingly apparent that the 
Republicans did not intend to 
give the President a fair trial. 

Telling evidence in the Presi- 
dent’s favor was arbitrarily 
excluded. Attempted bribery 
and other forms of pressure 
were rampant. 

Thirty-six votes were required 
to constitute the two-thirds ma- 
jority necessary for conviction. 
All 12 Democratic votes were 
obviously lost, and the 42 Re- 
publicans knew that they could 
afford to lose only six of their 
own members if Johnson were 
to be ousted. To their dismay, 
at a preliminary caucus, six 
courageous Republicans indi- 
cated that the evidence was not 
in their opinion sufficient to 
convict Johnson. 

But if the remaining 36 Re- 
publicans would hold, there 
would be no doubt as to the 
outcome. One Republican Sen- 
ator would not announce his 
verdict in the preliminary poll— 
E. G. Ross of Kansas. 

When the impeachment reso- 
lution had passed the House, 
Ross had casually remarked to 
a colleague: “So far as I am 
concerned, though a Republican 
and opposed to Mr. Johnson and 
his policy, he shall have as fair 
a trial as an accused man ever 
had on this earth.” 

“From that hour,” he later 
wrote, “not a day passed that 
did not bring me, by mail and 
telegraph and in personal inter- 
course, appeals to stand fast for 
impeachment.” 

Ross and his doubtful fellow 
Republicans were daily sub- 
jected to every form of pres- 
sure. Their residences. were 
watched, their social circles sus- 
piciously scrutinized, and their 
every move and companions se- 
cretly marked. They were 
warned in the party press, ha- 
rangued by their constituents, 
and sent dire warnings threat- 
ening political ostracism and 
even assassination. 

With no experience in politi- 
eal turmoil, no reputation in 
the Senate, no independent in- 
come and the most radical state 
in the Union to deal with, Ross 
was judged to be the most sen- 
sitive to criticism and the most 
certain to be swayed by expert 
tactics. 

A member of the Kansas Leg- 
islature called upon Ross at the 
Capitol. A general urged on by 
Stanton remained at his lodge 
until 4 o’clock in the morning 
determined to see him. His 
brother received a letter offer- 
ing $20,000 for revelation of the 
Senator’s intentions. 

Ten minutes before the vote 
on fateful May 16 was taken, his 
Kansas colleague warned Ross 
that a vote for acquittal would 
mean trumped up charges and 
his political death. 

But now the fateful hour was 
at hand. 

It had been decided to take

the first vote under that broad 
eleventh article of impeach- 


ment,believed to command the 
widest support. 
The voting tensely com- 


menced, By the time the Chief 
Justice reached the name of 
Edmund Ross 24 “guilties” had 
been pronounced. Ten more 
were certain and one other 
practically certain. Only Ross’s 
vote was needed to convict the 
President. The hopes and fears, 
hatred and bitterness of past 
decades were centered on this 
one man. 
se 


S Ross himself later de- 

scribed it: “Every fan was 

folded, not a foot moved, not 
the rustle of a garment, not a 
whisper was heard. . . . Hope 
and fear seemed blended in every 
face, instantaneously alternat- 
ing, some with vengeful hate 
. « . others lighted with hope 
. « « I almost literally looked 
down into my open grave. 
Friendships, position, fortune, 
everything that makes life de- 
sirable to an ambitious man 
were about to be swept away 
by the breath of my mouth, per- 
haps forever.” 


Then came his answer: “Not 
guilty.” The deed was done, 
the President saved, the trial 
as good as over and the convic- 
stion lost. The remainder of the 
roll call was unimportant. 


A 10-day recess followed. An 
attempt was made to rush 
through bills td readmit six 
Southern states, whose 12 Sen- 
ators guaranteed to vote for 
conviction. But this could not 
be accomplished in time. 

Again Ross was the only one 
uncommitted on the other ar- 
ticles. 

Every incident in his life was 
examined and distorted. Pro- 
fessional witnesses were found 
by Senator Pomeroy to testify 
before a special House commit- 
mittee that Ross had indicat- 
ed a willingness to change 
his vote for a consideration. 
(Unfortunately this witness was 
so delighted in his exciting role 
that he also swore that Sena- 
tor Pomeroy had made an 
offer to produce three votes for 
acquittal for $40,000). 

When the second and third 
articles of impeachment were 
read, and the name of Ross was 
reached, again came the calm 
answer, “Not guilty.” 

Why did Ross, whose dislike 
for Johnson continued, vote “not 
guilty”? His motives appear

HE “open grave” which Ed- 

mund Ross had foreseen 

was hardly an exaggeration. 
An editorial in a Kansas news- 
paper screamed: “On Saturday 
last Edmund G,. Ross, United 
States Senator from Kansas, 
sold himself, and betrayed his 
constituents; stultified his own 
record, basely lied to his friends, 
shamefully violated his solemn 
pledge.” 

Ross clung unhappily to his 
seat the Senate until the ex- 
piration of his term, frequently 
referred to as “the traitor” and 
complaining that his fellow 
Congressmen, as well as citizens 
on the street, considered asso- 
ciation with him “disreputable 
and scandalous,” and passed 
him by as if he were “a leper, 
with averted face and every in- 
dication of hatred and disgust.” 

Neither Ross nor any other 
Republican who had voted for 
the acquittal of Johnson was 
ever re-elected to the Senate. 
When Ross returned to Kansas 
in 1871, he and his family suf- 
fered social ostracism, physical 
attack, and near poverty. 

Who was Edmund G. Ross? 
Practically nobody. Not a single 
public law bears his name, not 
a single history book includes 
his picture, not a single list of 
Senate “greats’’ mentions his 
service. His one heroic deed 
has been all but forgotten. 

Yet the twisting course of 
human events eventually upheld 
the faith he expressed to his 
wife shortly after the trial: 
“Millions of men cursing me 
today will bless me tomorrow 
for having saved the country 
from the greatest peril through 
which it has ever passed, 
though none but God can ever 
know the struggle it has cost 
me.” For 20 years later Con- 
gress repealed the tenure-of- 
office act, and still later the 
Supreme Court held it to be un- 
constitutional. Ross moved to 
New Mexico, where in his later 
years he was to be appointed 
territorial governor. Just prior 
to his death when he was 
awarded a special pension by 
Congress for his service in the 
Civil War, the press and the 
country took the opportunity to 
pay tribute to his fidelity to 
principle in a trying hour. 

The Kansas newspapers and 
political leaders who had bitter- 
ly denounced him in earlier 
years praised Ross for his stand 
against legislative mob rule. 
“By the firmness and courage 
of Senator Ross,” it was said, 
“the country was saved from 
calamity greater than war, while 
it consigned him to a political 
martyrdom, the most cruel in 
our history.”

North had told the truth about 
his control of diamonds, de- 
cided to open a club—and after 
that South didn’t have a chance 
for the contract. When he 
cleared the heart suit, the de- 
fense lost no time in cashing a 
club trick. 

North's bidding was had in 
two respects. First he did not 
have the over-all values to justi- 
fy the five-diamond cue bid, He 
had opened the bidding and 
then jump-raised his partner's 
spade takeout. True, South had 
rebid freely over East's four 
diamonds (which had been de- 
layed for reasons known only to 
East), but surely South was 
more than justified in making 
that call, holding as he did an 
excellent trump suit and an 
outside ace. As a matter of 
fact, South should have made 
some slam try on his own ac- 
count, such as four clubs, in- 
stead of announcing that he was 
content to play for a mere 
game. 


The second outstanding point 
against North's five-diamond 
cue bid was that it steered the 
opening lead away from dia- 
monds and into the suit that 
North had most reason to fear. 
There would have been some 
logic in North’s jumping all the 
way to six spades, but the slam 
wasn't even a good gamble 
when he warned West away 
from an opening diamond lead.

Fresh Summery Appearance

color, the old canvas furniture 
as well as the metal furniture,. 
the awnings and umbrellas, the 
fiber rugs, even the concrete 
porch or patio floor. It's all 
in knowing about special paints 
and how to use them. 

Nearly all metal furniture is 
reclaimable if it keeps its shape, 
even when it’s crusty with rust, 
but it must be smoothed with 
steel wool then treated to paint 
remover and then rust remover, 
if rust is a problem. Penetrating 
rust remover to prevent rust 
from forming again should fol- 
low. Mix it with metal primer 
—'¥% pint to one gallon—and 
the primer can be ready-mixed 
red lead. Use two coats of 
enamel made for outdoor use, 
the first slightly lighter than 
the second so you can be sure 


the final coat covers completely. 
* * * 

THE CANVAS on furniture, 
awnings and canvas umbrellas 
must be painted with paint 
that’s special for the purpose— 
—other paint cracks and peels. 
Canvas paint has a wax base 
which makes the fabric pliable 
and helps to prevent mildew. If 
the old color is renewed, one 
coat is usually enough, but two 
coats of the paint are necessary 
to change a color. 

And it’s a good idea to apply 
a final coat of clear canvas 
overcoating after the paint is 
dry to make sure the color on 
furniture won't rub off. The 
smoothest finish comes with 
dampening the canvas before 
painting, and the most thorough 
job is done with a brush rather 
than a spray gun.

Asparagus Au Gratin

Method: Drain asparagus; ar- 
range them over bottom of shal- 
low ovenproof dish.

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Proper Care 


Of Teeth 


Important 


By Josephine Lowman 


EEPING our teeth in good 
K conaition is of the greatest 

importance to us from the 
standpoint of comfort, good 
looks and good nutrition. It's 
important, money-wise, too. 

Since tooth decay usually be- 
gins early in life the child 
should be taken to the dentist 
not later than the third year, 
and from then on as the dentist 
advises. Grownups who hope to 
keep their teeth should make 
an appointment at least twice a 
year. In some cases every three 
months is better. 


* . * 

IN THIS WAY the decay will 
be discovered before it has 
damaged the tooth greatly. The 
dentist also will probably clean 
the teeth, removing all foreign 
material from the surfaces and 
polishing them. He probably 
will take X-rays to discover 
any hidden cavities in the early 
pe This kiwi of care pays 
off. 


So, already we have habits 
which will help save your teeth; 
regular visits to your dentist 
and the habit of brushing the 
teeth right after eating. Do you 
brush yours correctly or just 
give them a little sweep with 
the brush? 


. +. . 

THE BRUSH shotld have 
firm bristles and should be 
small enough to reach all of 
the surfaces of the teeth. The 
most usual method of brushing 
is away from the gums, with a 
downward motion on the upper 
teeth and an upward motion on 
the lower teeth. Use a scrubbing 
motion on the grinding surfaces. 

Even careful brushing will 
not reach the crevices between 
the teeth. Dental floss or dental 
tape will enable you to cleanse 
these portions of the teeth. The 
trick to successful use of floss 
or tape is the manner in which 
you hold it. Draw out about 
inches of floss. Then twist it 
around the forefingers of each 
hand two or three times, leav- 
ing the thumbs free. You can 
use the thumb to guide the floss 
between the upper teeth, and 
the middle fingers to guide it 
between the lower teeth. 

Be careful not to cut the 
gums. Work the floss through 
tight places gently with an easy 
back and forth motion. 
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Don’t miss the once-a-year
